"In the meantime/' said Mr. Sargent: this afternoon, "I^am pre- 


paring to have the filling done on the site of, the new station and m the 
Vicinity thereof. I am going to advertise to have that work done just 
.as soon as possible that it may be out of the way by; the date we are 
ready to proceed with the construction pi the'" station." 


It is learned at the Navy Department that,- while the compromise 


with regard to the acquisition of land at Pear^ Harbor has been ac- 
cepted^ no specific ideas prevail as to the expenaiture of available.; ap- 
propriations. No step towards the improvement of the harbor has yet 
been taken and probably none will be for the present. .It was stateti 
at the Department this afternoon that probably. the first thing dope 
would be .the appointment of.a commissioh of officers to visit Pearl 
Harbor and to make recommendations on which to proceed. Nothing 
in that direction has yet been considered, however, but it will 
be no surprise if that js done in the early autumn.

3E)r. Walter "Wyman, surgeon general of the Marine Hospital Ser- 


vice, said yesterday that he should await ;recommen.dations from the 
sturgeon stationed at Honolulu about Hie expenditure^ of- the appro- 
priations made by the last Congress for the wharf and Seawall. "We 
have done nothing here yet," added .the Doctor," and it will be some 
months before the work can. be inaugurated. I expect the recommenda- 
tions of Dr. Gofer will reach me before long."

be adopted ur-our schools here-with "as little delajj as possible i - 


The same conditions that existed ia Batavia areexisting here today, 


with the result that children are'compelled to spend the greater part of 
their time at home in doing school work which should be done during 
school^ hours. These conditions cause the greatest objection ttfour 
educational system at the present 
time.

I for one do not believe in having my children compelled to spend 


nearly all their time out of school doing school work, for in my opinion 
it isabsolutely essential to good health that a child should have the- 
benefit of that part of each day away front school, for recreation and-rest 
from mental studies. Besides this, children often spend some of theif- 


le hours in learning music and other accomplishments and if ^thi* 


is the case and they, are, compelled to^sit up late each night witlrtheir 
every day school-work, the results can easily be, foreseen. 


Another matter which I think should be touched upon in this —„. 


nection is ,the extremely unsatisfactory land of text books flow being- 
used in some of otjr schools; Take for instance-the-.text books Q£ 
Arithmetic In former days each different kind of example had 'a ride 
aid down in the school books for, the guidance of the pupil and a 
'sample" example worked -out so that each student could reason W 
the way in which similar examples or problems should he done. -%i 
the text books used today no such rules or examples are to be found 
and the result/'is that unless the teacher is extremely careful to fully: 
explain to thepupils the method qf working out the'examples, the^upil 
is often puzzled and at a loss to understand the correct rule to apply,! 
It is simply impossible for a teacher to instruct a class in this mannerj 
and it becomes absolutely necessaryto adopt individujal instruction su< 
as has been adopted in Batavia if goo^ results are to be obtained.
